Eisenhower told the nation and 
the free world last night Russia 
is unlikely to risk war so long as 
this country 
stands 
ready 
to

might. 
And he said that while Commu­ 
nists in this country are danger­ 
ous and must be pinpointed, their 
number is “ minute” and is often 
exaggerated.

Actually, he said, there aren’t 
more than 25.000 doctrinaire or 
dyed-in-the-wool Communists and 
“ the great mass” of government 
workers and other Americans are 
“ Just as dedicated as you and

The President declared, how­ 
ever, that Americans must pre­ 
pare “ very coldly and very care­ 
fully” against the danger that 
power-loving men in the Kremlin 


might “ in a fit of madness or 


through miscalculation” 
plunge 
the world into a hydrogen-bomb- 


age holocaust. 
Eisenhower went on all radio 
and television networks in a re­ 
laxed, half hour plea for a sober 
facing of the atomic era facts of 
life 
and 
a 
fervent 
warning 
against the perils of 
“ jitters” 
and hysteria over communism 


and 
investigations 
of 
commu­ 
nism. 
“ We don’t have to fear!” he 
said. 
“ Of course, there are risks, but 
we do not have to be hysterical. 
We can be vigilant; we can be 
Americans. We can stand up and 
hold up our heads and say, Am ­ 
erica is the greatest force that 
God has ever allowed to exist on 
His footstool. As such it is up to 


us to lead this world to a peace­ 
ful and secure existence, and I 
assure you we can do it.” 
In a plain effort to soothe some 
of the controversies boiling in 
this country, and 
to 
quiet 
II- 
bomb nervousness abroad, Eisen­ 
hower broke some new 
ground 
in this mainly off-the-cuff address 
delivered while relaxing against 
the edge of a desk in the White 
House basement. 


He said the F B I—rather than 
congressional investigators — is

bulwark” 
against Communist infiltration. 
He said "very grave offenses” 
can be committed against inno­ 
cent persons by “ someone hav­ 
ing the immunity of congression­ 
al membership” —though he voic­

this matter out whenever there

Officials Claim 


Responsibility Rests 
On County Auditor, 
Board Declares 


Spokesmen for the State Board 
of Tax Appeals said late Monday 
they have yet to learn why more 
than three-quarters of a million dol­ 
lars worth of new building work in 
Circleville has not been placed on 
the tax list. 
They said approximately $859,- 
000 represented by city building 
permits over a 12-month period 
ending last April is not shown on 
* the city’s tax duplicate. It was 
one of the highlight disclosures at 
a hearing held by the tax appeals 
board in Pickaway County com­ 
mon pleas courtroom Monday af- j 
teraoon. 
Other important points brought 
out in the four-hour session in- j 
eluded: 
1. The board said the owners of 
“ many” attractive homes in t h e

their new buildings. 
2. Ferd F. Becker, chief of the ' 
ta;: board s division of county af­ 
fairs, said the board w ants to know 
why Pickaway County Auditor Fred 
Tipton allegedly failed to list as­ 
sessments and thus permitted this j 
situation to exist.

3. IN T H E CASE of city real es­ 
t a t e owners, it was stated, no liabil­ 
i t y exists for the fact that n e w 
building properties are not on the 
tax list. The county auditor, ac­ 
cording to the board, “ should have 
been able to get all the necessary 
information from the city building 
permits.” The responsibility of the 
task rests upon him, the b o a r d 
claimed. 
4. The board said it is not the 
city’s responsibility to see t h a t 
copies of the city’s building permits I 
^are passed along to the county aud­ 
itor. And that it “ is up to the 
auditor to get that information” . 
5. Even if no action is taken to 
bring the books up to date at this 
time, the county auditor later “ will 
be required to go back and pick up 
all those taxes that s h o u l d have 
been paid.”

“ It is impossible for any big 
bookie to show a profit near or 
equal to a race track,” Jacoby 
testified.

Samuel Dupont, dean of the famed 
chemical family and a major fig­ 
ure in the development of two of 
the world’s largest industries, died 
last night. He was 84.

Dupont, who took an active part 
in the Dupont empire even after 
his announced retirement in 1940, 
was stricken w ith a severe abdom­ 
inal pain shortly after dinner at 
Longwood, his estate

Kennett Square. Pa. 
Rushed to the Wilmington Me­ 
morial Hospital, Dupont died of 
what physicians described as a rup­ 
ture of a main blood vessel. 
A younger brother. Irenee, and 
his sister, Mrs. R. R. M» Carpenter, 
were at his bedside. They are Du­ 
pont’s only immediate survivors. 
Dupont, w ho shunned 
publicity 
and seldom made public appearan­ 
ces, w as a former president and 
board chairman of E. I. Dupont de 
Nemours 
Co. He also served as 
president of General Motors Corp. 
for three years.

IT WAS announced early in the 
hearing that the purpose was to 
“ inquire into” the tax valuations 
on real estate property in Pickaway 
C ounty for 1953, 
as reported on 
March 8, 1954. Following the hear­ 
ing, Becker explained: 
“ We also wanted to know why 
the county auditor failed to assess 
new building work this year and in 
past years.” 
Becker added that, as far as he 
recalled, no adequate explanation 
was given for the reported failure. 


However, there was no infer­ 
ence of deliberate intent on the 
part of any of the county offi­ 
cials. 
Although early discussions dealt I 
entirely w ith methods used to asses 
real property throughout the coun­ 
ty, most of the attention w as later 
centered on the assessments — or 
lack of them—within the city of Cir­ 
cleville. Taxes derived from such 
assessments are divided between 
the county, city, school district and 
Circleville Township. 
The assessments are based on in­ 
formation gathered by the county 
board of tax revision, composed of 
County Commission Chairman Bill 
Goode, Colville and Tipton.

TIPTON, 
R EP LY IN G to ques 
tions by Becker, said he is now 
serving his second term as county 
auditor, and that, to the best of his 
knowledge, he has complied with 
all requirements of the real prop­ 
erty assessment procedure. He lat­ 
er revealed, however, that certain 
technical methods and forms de­ 
scribed by Becker were not pre 
viously known to the county aud- j 
itor’s office here. 
The hearing had been under way 
less than 20 minutes before th e 
discussion began to center on a 
point that led to a sharp city-coun- 
ty exchange here last year. 
Several months ago, in a sharp 
reply to a query voiced by City 
Solicitor George Gerhardt in City 
Council, Tipton declared the city 
itself was to blame if it is t r u e 
many new homes within the cor­ 
poration have not been appraised 
over a period of years. 


City officials who declined the 


use of their names have men- 
tioned numerous specific real es­ 
tate properties which, they say, 
have been allowed to stand tax 
free. The tax board officials, sup­ 
porting this allegation, displayed 
Monday the photographs of a 
number of city r e s i d e n c e s , 
clipped to related information, 
as illustrations of the claim. 


All the homes shown in the photo­ 
graphs appeared to be recently 
built structures. 
Leafing through them, 
Becker 
called attention to several he said 
were typical. One of these w as city 
property valued at $18,000, 
but 
Becker said it appears on the tax 
list at $230, “ just for the lot.” An­ 
other residence, which Becker said 
i; valued at $12,000 on the building 
permit, is on the tax list at $290. 
• • • 


“ T H ER E ARE MANY of them 
like this,” the chief of the county 
affairs division said. “ We only had 
an opportunity to check on a small 
portion of the building permits. 
There s still an awful lot behind the 
picture as it appears now.” 
When Tipton fired his reply at 
city officials during the brief skir­ 
mish several months ago, he point­ 
ed out the city had failed to send 
his office copies of city building 
permits, despite repeated requests. 
This, he contended, p l a c e d the 
county board of tax revision under 
a great handicap in hunting out 
and appraising the new' buildings. 


which often had to be done through 
“ hearsay” and “ rumor” . 
It was confirmed at that time 
tha tthe city had not been turning 
over copies of its building permits. 
And in a move to rectify the mat­ 
ter, Chairman Adkins of the plan­ 
ning body directed that a file of 
data on back permits be prepared 
and passed along to the county.

H E WAS THEN pressed further 
by the chairman as to which city 
officials received his requests, and 
Tipton replied he had asked the old 
city planning body, 
reorganized 
since that time under Adkins’ lead­ 
ership. 
“ Did you inquire thereafter when 
you didn’t get the building per­ 
mits?” , Kirwin asked. Tipton re­ 
plied that he did, and that he re­ 
ceived no “ response” 
from t h e 
city. 
“ Do you mean they refused to 
open their r e c o r d s ? ” , asked 
Becker.

made it clear he was not satis­ 
fied with details of the county’s 
call for the building data. “ I ’d 
like to know a little more about 
how the demand was made,’’ he 
said.

Asked what step in the matter 
was contemplated next, Becker em­ 
phasized he could not speak for the 
board itself. He pointed out, how­ 
ever, that to order any immediate 
readjustment of the city’s tax dup­ 
licate would cause great confusion, 
and that this action—if the board 
sees fit—can*be delayed until “ lat­ 
er, when the auditor will have to 
go back and pick up all t h o s e 
taxes.” 
Becker declared that for the 12- 
n.onth period ending last April, city 
building permits showed new con­ 
struction work with an aggregate 
value of approximately $900,000, 
while for that same period the in­ 
crease shown on the city’s tax dup­ 
licate is only about $41,000.

properties,” Becker said, "t h e y 
should have hired appraisers to 
do it.”

GROW ING W ORSE 
INTENSIFIED FIGHTING between Mau 
Mau native insurrectionists and the Brit­ 
ish points up the seething unrest gripping 
Kenya without a sign of letup in sight. The 
terrorists vow they will not lay down their 
arms until the whites have been d r i v e n 


from the land. 
The British are fighting to bring about 
law and order not only in the embattled 
colony but to keep the lawlessness f r o m 
spreading to neighboring crown territories. 
The terror could also engulf other areas 
in Africa. 
It is no secret that behind the Mau Mau 
is the ill concealed hand of the Soviets. 
The Communists have two reasons f o r 
stirring up all the trouble they can in Af­ 
rica. The continent’s strategic position in 
western military plans, and its vast nat­ 
ural resources. 
Though British intelligence has l o n g 
been on the track of Soviet provocateurs 
operating in the shadowy jungles, t h e y 
have apparently not as yet succeeded in 
smoking them out. 
The British are also having policy diffi­ 
culties at home in controlling the Kenya 
situation. The Conservative government 
might be disposed to invoke martial law, 
but the friendly-to-Russia Laborites insist 
this would deprive law-abiding natives of 
their rights. 
It is clear, however, that conditions in 
Kenya cannot be permitted to sizzle much 
longer, because of the danger of a world 
eruption. 


MURDEROUS SYSTEM 
AT A MEETING in Russia a Communist 
party official charged that Bena, shot re­ 
cently for high crimes, was responsible for 
shedding the blood of “hundreds of thou­ 
sands of the best sons of the Soviet people.” 
His audience applauded the statement. 
This speaker might have gone farther 
and said, with equal truth, that the Com­ 
munist-sainted Joe Stalin was responsible 
for shedding the blood of millions of the 
best Russian people. At one time in t h e 
thirties it is said that approximately IO mil­ 
lion Russian farmers perished of starva­ 
tion due to the Stalin policy of collectiviz­ 
ing the people by the most brutal methods. 
At one time a foreign visitor reputedly 
asked Stalin, “When are you going to quit 
killing people?” That amazing individual is 
said to have replied, “Soon, I hope.” 
The Communist system is a murderous 
system. The leaders are extremely callous 
to human life, counting as a virtue only 
the entrenchment of themselves in dicta­ 
torial power.In that dreadful regime the 
late unlamented Beria must have been only 
a flunkey. 
But it would be as much as a Russian’s 


Those who are critical of Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles' policy speech i 
apparently dislike the idea of speaking the 
truth for fear that it might offend s o m e 
and frighten others. What D u l l e s said 
about Indochina, for instance, is not new. 
The Russians and Indians have been de­ 
nouncing the United States for pursuing 
that policy for months. 
What it all amounts to is that the United 
States does not intend to permit Red China 
to conquer Indochina. What has not been 
considered generally are the means that 
this country would employ to accomplish 
the end of keeping Indochina outside the 
Soviet Universal State. Obviously that can­ 
not be done without active American inter­ 
vention because the French have demon­ 
strated that they cannot do it. 
American experience in Korea has been 
that native troops can be trained to u s e 
modern weapons under American supervi­ 
sion. Such American supervision and weap­ 
ons are already available and in use in 
Indochina. Dulles’ speech only means that 
the number of Americans in Indochina will 
be increased and that the quantities of 
weapons will be greater. 
What can be the alternative to the Dulles 
concept? It can only be an acknowledg­ 
ment of failure, an admission of defeat, a 
recognition of another Soviet conquest and i 
the absorption by Red China of Indochina 
in the Soviet Universal State. There is no 
other alternative, no middle way compro­ 
mise, just as there was none with regard 
to Korea or Czechoslovakia. Those who al­ 
ways seek compromises with the Russians 
always end in defeat. 
There are also objections to Dulles’ 
nearly c r y s t a l clear 
pronouncement 
against the recognition of Red China by 
membership in the United Nations. He did 
not say, as Henry Cabot Lodge did, that 
the United States would use the veto. But 
he did say everything else that could be 
said to indicate American opposition. 
Surely, it is preferable to make all this 
clear before the Geneva Conference meets 
so that there can be no misunderstanding. 
It is doubtful that any other course could 
be followed without getting into a wrangle 
the very first day that the Conference 
meets. The United States is now publicly 
pledged not to agree to such recognition 
and no American official can go back on 
Dulles’s speech, not even Dulles himself. 
If an attempt were to be made to do by 
a nod what cannot be done by treaty, the 
pending George Amendment to the Consti­ 
tution would undoubtedly be brought be­ 
fore the Congress for immediate action. 
Dulles’s speech had Presidential approval. 
It was not a trial balloon to see how our 
allies felt about it; it was a statement of 
fixed policy to which our allies will need to 
adjust one way or the other. 
This is extremely serious business and it 
is gratifying that Senator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois, a Democrat, made the first full 
dress speech in the Senate supporting Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and John Foster Dulles, | 
with the suggestion of united action. If 
united action is obtainable, it would, of. 
course, be beneficial from the standpoint 
that the people of Asia must be made to 
realize that the United States is not an im­ 
perialist nation, seeks the territory of no 
country and desires to dominate no people.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Experts Say Cancer M a y Be 
Due to M an y Different Causes 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
CANCER Is believed by m any 
experts to be a disease due not 
to Just one cause, but to m any 
different causes. T h a t is why 
there may be so m uch difficulty 
In treating it. We do not know the 
exact causes. 
B efore a tr e a tm e n t fo r any 
disease is found, the cause m ust 
be determined in most instances. 
A good example of this is a typi­ 
cal infectious disease. Once the 
germ or bacteria causing th e dis­ 
ease is found, treatm ent becomes 
a relatively simple m atter. 
Wild Cells 


I t Is believed th a t cancer cells 
develop from normal tells with 
some process of growth changing 
them into abnormal cells. These 
cells do not grow in the orderly 
m an n er of normal cells, but r a th ­ 
er in a wild, uncontrollable way. 
They invade the norm al tissues 
of the body. Practically any cell 
in the body is capable of ch an g ­ 
ing into * cancer cell. 
T here are many things th a t 
can cause cells to change from 
norm al to cancer cells. Excessive 
radium and X-ray exposure or 
e x p o su re to ra d io a c tiv e s u b ­ 
stances are frequent causes. Cer­ 
tain chemicals such as betanaph- 


thylamine. benzene, tar, soot, pe­ 
troleum products, chromates and 
arsenic can also induce cancer. 
Although viruses have never been 
proven to cause cancer in hum an 
beings, they do cause cancer in 
animals. 


Hope in Sight 
Scientists are steadily adding 
to their knowledge of cancer. 
When they* find all the causes, 
they will surely be able to find 
preventive measures as well as 
a cure. 
In the meantime, those who 
show any symptoms of cancer 
should not delay in seeking a 
physician s advice Furtherm ore, 
all middle-aged and elderly per­ 
sons should have physical exam i­ 
nations regularly, once or twice 
a year, so th a t cancer, if present, 
may be detected early and proper 
treatm ent instituted. If this were 
done by all, m any lives could be 
saved.

Secretary of State D ulles has 
been talking fur the adm inistra­ 
tion on what it would do if the 
Red Chinese intervened in Indo­ 
china to help the Comm unist-led 
V ietm inh against the French and 
V ietnam ese, 
He has talked of it im pressively 
and repeatedly but so vaguely that 
two congressional com m ittees, aft­ 
er hours of questioning, did not 
pin him down on what the adm in­ 
istration has in mind. 
This 
may have the virtue 
of 
keeping the Comm unists guessing. 
It also keeps A m ericans guessing 
and raises the question: Does Dul­ 
les ha ce a policy ready to apply 
if crisis com es, or is he playing 
by ear?

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The McCarthy Story: 
‘'One Group Of 300* 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
second in a series of ten articles 
on the who, 
what, 
when 
and 
where of Senator McCarthy and 
McCarthyism. 


By B E A T R IC E 
tfVASMNGTON UP*— Shortly after 
4 p.m. on Feb. 20, 1950, the junior 
m em ber from Wisconsin, Joseph 
It. McCarthy, Republican, gained 
the 
floor 
ol 
the 
United 
States 
Senate. 
“ About IO days ago . . . he be­ 
gan, “ I made the statement that 
there are present in the State De­ 
partment 
a 
sizable 
number 
o 
Communists. I made the further 
statement that of one small group 
'• te ll had been screened by the 
president’s own .security agency, 
the State Department refused to 
discharge approximately 200 . . . 
“ 'l'he secretary of state promptly 
denied 
my 
statem ent 
and 
said 
there was not a single Communist 
in the whole State Department. I 
thereafter sent a telegram to the 
President.” 
McCarthy read a copy of this 
telegram. In it he said: 
f 
. 
. I have in my possession 
the names of 57 Communists who 
are in the State D epartm ent at 
present. 
“ While the records are not avail­ 
able to me, I know absolutely of 
one group of 300 certified to the 
secretary of state for discharge 
because of communism. He actu­ 
ally only discharged 80 . . 
The 
telegram 
demanded 
that 
President Trum an revoke his exec- 
i'|V e order forbidding disclosure 
of the contents of loyalty files and 
added: “ Failure on your part will 
label Hie Democratic party as the 
bedfellow of international com m u­ 
nism . . 
The speech McCarthy was de­ 
livering climaxed IO days of the 
most intensive fidgets that had be­ 
set his fellow members of Con 
gross, the T rum an administration 
and newspaper correspondents for 
s% ie time. 
The statem ent he described had 
been made at 
Wheeling, W.Va., 
before a Republican women’s club. 
Newspaper stories 
had quoted 
him as saying at Wheeling: 
“ I 
have here in my hand a list of 
205 that were known to the secre­ 
tary of Mate (then Dean Acheson) 
as being mem bers of the Commu­ 
nist party and who nevertheless 
are still working and shaping the 
f % cy in the State D epartment.” 
The next day, having flown to 
Salt Lake City, he was quoted in 
a recorded radio interview as say­ 
ing: “ Last night . . . I stated I 
had the names of 57 card-carrying 
m em bers 
of 
the 
State 
D epart­ 
m ent.” 
lf McCarthy’s listeners in the 
Senate had expected him to clear 
up this seeming self-contradiction, 
they were to be disappointed 
In­ 
r o a d , he went on—for six hours 
altogether—to rake the State De­ 
partm ent from every angle. 
The attack continued thereafter, 
not subsiding entirely even after 
Dwight D Eisenhower was elected 
president and John Foster Dulles 
became secretary of state. 
As that evening, in 1950, wore 
on, McCarthy began reading into 
the Congressional Record what he 
said were the case histories of 
Communists or fellow travelers in 
Ufi State Department. He said he 
had now compiled a list of 81. 
‘‘While I consider them all im ­ 
portant,” he said, “ there are three 
big Communists involved . . . I 
do not believe President Truman 
knows about them . . . To those 
who say, ‘Why don’t you tell Hr 
State Departm ent; why do you not 
give the names to the State De- 
p ay m e n t? ’ I say that everything 
J jptve here is from the State De 
partm ent’s own files.” 


McCarthy named no names. He 
said he would give them to sena 
tors in private or to a committee 
and that if he were called upon to 
testify on them before a committee 
he would appear under oath. 
He simply listed his eases as 
Case No. I ” and so on through 81. 
For example: 
“ The man involved in Case No. 
I is employed in the office of an 
assistant secretary of state. The 
intelligence unit shadowed him and 
found him contacting the members 
of an espionage group . . .” 
The day after McCarthy's Wheel­ 
ing speech 
Scott Lucas, Senate 
Democratic leader from Illinois, 
called a meeting of the Democrat­ 
ic Policy Committee. He was for 
attacking 
McCarthy with 
a 
de­ 
mand that the Wisconsin senator 
produce proof. 
One wily Southern politician re ­ 
called later that he advised against 
such a move 
“ I told them then,” he said: 
“ ‘Don’t do it 
All you are going 
to do is puff this man up and call 
attention to him 
He’s nobody in 
the Senate and has no influence, 
but if you attack him then you’ll 
only give him stature in the eyes 
of the people.’ And that’s exactly 
what happened.” 
The advice was ignored. 
Two 
days 
later 
the 
Democratic-con- 
trolled Senate set up a subcom­ 
mittee of the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations to make an inves­ 
tigation. Sen. Millard E. Tydings 
(I) Md) was named chairman, and 
one of the end results of the inves­ 
tigation was a bitter enmity be­ 
tween Tydings and McCarthy. 
The committee called McCarthy 
as its first witness March 8. 
Having been 
sworn, McCarthy 
said: 
“ I am not making charges 
I 
am giving the committee informa­ 
tion on individuals who appear to 
all the rules of common sense as 
bad security risks ” 
In angry tones, Tydings said: 
“ You have left the committee 
in a rather em barrassing position 
because the r e s o l u t i o n which 


brings us here and which brings 
you here reads as follows ‘In the 
conduct of this study and investi­ 
gation, the committee is directed 
to procure by subpoena and ex­ 
amine the complete loyalty and 
employment files and records of 
all government employes in the 
Department of State 
and other 
such a g e n c i e s against whom 
charges have been heard.’ 
“ Without 
somebody 
makes 
a 
charge, or you call it a charge, 
what do we do then? How do we 
get the records? We are authorized 
to get them by the Senate lan­ 
guage if you or somebody else 
makes a charge. We are in a pret­ 
ty small position to issue a sub­ 
poena.” 
McCarthy replied “ . . . I am 
not in position to file any formal 
charges.” 
In four months of hearings the 
committee heard 35 witnesses and 
some three million words of testi­ 
mony. 
The Democratic majority of the 
Tydings committee, as it came to 
be known, said in its final report 
that the 81’cases discussed by Mc­ 
Carthy on the Senate floor were 
drawn from a list of 108 presented 
before a House subcommitte eon 
appropriations in 1947. The m a­ 
jority also said it found these same 
names had been presented to three 
other House committees and had 
been discussed on the floor of the 
House Jan. 28-29, 1948. 
The majority report %ontinued: 
“ We are thus confronted with 
the amazing spectacle of four dif­ 
ferent committees of the 80th Con­ 
gress, 
which was controlled 
by 
Sen. McCarthy’s own party, hav­ 
ing considered the very same files 
and 
information which 
provided 
the predicate for the 
McCarthy 
charges — w ith none of ti ese com­ 
mittees so much as regarding the 
situation as one meriting a report 
or citing a single State Depart­ 
ment employe as disloyal.” 
The Tydings committee Demo­ 
crats concluded: 
. . The charges of Communist 
infiltration upon the State Depart­ 


ment are false . . . We have seen 
the technique of the ‘big lie’ else­ 
where employed by a totalitarian 
dictator with devastating success 
employed here for the first tim e.” 
In addition, the Tydings com­ 
mittee majority reported that “ a 
fraud has been perpetrated upon 
the Senate of the United States.” 
A Republican committee m em ­ 
ber, Sen 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
of Massachusetts, filed his indi­ 
vidual views on the subject raised 
by McCarthy. Lodge said: 
“ The fact that 
many charges 
have been made which have not 
been proved does not in the slight­ 
est degree relieved the subcommit­ 
tee of the responsibility for un­ 
dertaking a relentlessly thorough 
investigation of its own . . . 
“ There was a tendency through­ 
out. the investigation to give a far 
greater amount of time to proving 
or disproving individual charges 
than 
was given to the over-all 
problem of ferreting out disloyal 
persons.” 
Democrats on the Tydings com­ 
mittee also asserted that at the 
time McCarthy was reading his 
list of 81 to the Senate only 40 of 
those names still were employed 
by the State Department. 
“ Seven of the so-called 81,” they 
said, “ were never employed by 
the State Department and the re­ 
maining 33 are no longer in the 
department, having been separat­ 
ed through resignation, term ina­ 
tion or reduction in force ” 
While the State Departm ent was 
McCarthy’s 
principal 
target, 
he 
shitted his aim from time to time 
to the c o m m i t t e e itself. He 
charged its mission was to “ white­ 
wash,” which the committee de­ 
nied. 
McCarthy 
demanded 
that 
the 
files of the 81 
be produced by 
President Truman. He said they 
would prove his ease. When some 
State Department files were pro­ 
duced. the Wisconsin senator de­ 
clared they had been “ raped” of 
vital entries. The committee de­ 
nied this too. 
All the while the committee was

drumfire of headline-winning state­ 
ments. Two involved widely known 
Americans 
— 
Owen 
Lattimore, 
then a professor of international 
relations at Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity and Philip C. Jessup, U 
S. 
ambassador-at-large under a tem ­ 
porary appointment. 
On 
March 
26. 
McCarthy 
said 
Lattimore was the man he had 
described as the top Soviet espion­ 
age agent rn the United States. 
McCarthy called Lattimore a key 
S.t a t e 
Department 
consultant 
“ chief architect of our F ar Eastern 
policy.” 
McCarthy charged Jessup was 
a man with an unusual “ affinity 
for Communist causes.” 
Three 
former 
secretaries 
of 
state—Cordell 
Hull, 
Jam es 
F. 
Byrnes and George C. Marshall— 
and the then secretary Dean Ache­ 
son denied that Lattim ore had had 
anything to do with construction of 
F a r Eastern policy. 
As for L attim ore’s employment 
by the State Department, the Tyd­ 
ings committee majority said he 
worked for four months in 1945-46 
for the United States Reparations 
Commission to Japan, lectured to 
State Department employes once 
in 1946 and participated for two 
days in a conference on Chinese 
affairs in 1949. 
The committee Democrats con­ 
cluded 
“ We find Owen Lattimore 
is not now and never has been in 
any proper sense an employe of 
the State D epartm ent 
. 
. 
. We 
have no evidence to support the 
charge that Lattim ore is ‘a top 
Russian spy’ or any sort of spy ” 
Near*' three years after the Tyd­ 
ings committee report, however, 
a grand jury in Washington on 
Dec. 16, 1952, indicted Lattimore on 
seven counts of perjury. 
This followed an investigation by 
the Senate internal security com­ 
mittee into the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, a private research or­ 
ganization, to determine whether 
it was infiltrated with Communists 
and 
whether it 
influenced U.S. 
foreign policy. 


In May 1953 four of the seven 
counts 
against 
Lattimore 
were 
tossed out by U.S. District Judge 
Luther Youngdahl. Youngdahl said 
there even was some doubt as to 
whether the remaining three indict­ 
ments 
would 
pass 
the 
test 
of 
materiality. 
The chief charge against Latti­ 
more is that he lied when he said 
he had never been a Communist 
sympathizer or prom oter of Com­ 
munist interests. After Youngdahl’s 
action, the government appealed to 
a higher court for reinstatem ent of 
the charges. This appeal is still 
pending. 
Jessup appeared before the Tyd- 
in£? group and under oath swore 
he v as not and had never been a 
Communist. He produced letters 
in which Gen. George C. Marshall 
and Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
vouched fur his loyalty and in­ 
tegrity. 
The committee Democrats said 
the record showed “ facts which 
conclusively demonstrate that Dr 
Jessup is actively opposing the 
aims of communism by deeds as 
well as words.” 
Whatever the truth or untruth 
of McCarthy's charges before the 
Senate Feb. 20 or his subsequent 
statements, they provided a rally­ 
ing point for some Republicans in 
their attacks on the Democratic 
administration. 


On April 16 Sen. Kenneth Wherry 
(R-Neb 
came to M cCarthy’s sup­ 
port, one of the first senators to do 
so. 
Wherry said that “ instead of try­ 
ing to sm ear McCarthy, try Mc­ 
Carthy or even whitewash the evi­ 
dence of Communist influence in 
the State Department,” an effort 
should be made to “ weed out those 
Communists.” 
Three days later “ Mr. Repub­ 
lican” himself, the late Sen. Robert 
Taft 
ROhio), charged that influ­ 
ential forces in the State Depart­ 
ment had “ refused to regard the 
delivery of (government) papers 
to Communists as a serious of­ 
fense.” 


Taft said it wasn’t true, as *om« 
Democrats 
charged, 
that 
“ Sen. 
McCarthy is deliberately and pub­ 
licly accusing prominent citizens 
of Com munist connections for po­ 
litical purposes.” 
Taft asserted that the Tydings 
committee had been instructed by 
the Senate to make an investiga­ 
tion of McCarthy’s charges. Ha 
said that hadn’t been done, 
The majority,” he said, “ seem 
to have been more interested In 
hampering Sen. McCarthy than in 
carrying out the investigation.” 
McCarthy now had become 
a 
political issue. His charges were 
to ring through the next cam paign.
